Is geography, when a map is copied from another map, 
the imitation ſhould be candidly avowed ; and when it 
differs eſſentially from all other maps of the ſame coun- 
try, the authorities on which ſuch difference is founded 
ſhould be aſſigned. In compliance with this principle, 
1 ſhall proceed to explain, as ſuccinctly as poſſible, the 
guides I have followed, and the reaſons by which I have 
been influenced, in compiling the maps of Ancient 
Greece, which accompany the Travels of Anacharſis, 

In this examination I ſhall not include the particular 
plans, becauſe each of them would furniſh matter for 
one, or even for more than one memoir. I muſt, how- 
ever, acknowledge, that thoſe of the battles of Salamis 
and Platæa would have been very imperfect, if the Count

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de la Luzerne, the preſent miniſter for naval affairs, had 
not been ſo obliging as to favour me with his advice, 
and read the ancient authors with my drawings before 
him. I am likewiſe indebted to the Count de Choiſeul- 
Gouſſier, for his generous communications of all the 
plans and ſurveys he had taken in the country; and it is 
certain that the molt accurate of my maps are thoſe 
which are laid down after his plans. They are almoſt 
all by M. Foucherot, engineer for bridges and cauſe- 
ways *, who not only put into my hands his drawings 
and manuſcript journals, but has alſo deſcribed to me, 
as diſtinctly as poſſible, the parts of his route where he 
had not time to take obſervations, and which were ne- 
ceſſary to my deſign. The geographical collection for 
foreign affairs, in which the late Count de Vergennes 
permitted me to make reſearches, has alſo furniſhed me 
with a number of other plans of ports and iſlands ; and 
I have found in the library of the king, though not the 
entire voyage of the Abbe Fourmont, yet at leaſt ſeveral 
fragments of it, of which I have made every poſſible 
ule. 
The heirs of the late M. D'Anville have alſo commu- 
nicated to me the notes of that celebrated geographer, to 
whom the ſcience of geography is ſo much indebted, and 
whoſe very errors are reſpectable, ſince they only prove 
the imperſection of geographical knowledge at the time 
when he compiled his maps. I have alſo found in ſome

geographical manuſcripts of the late M. Freret, well 
known for his profound erudition, digeſted extracts from 
the Portulans “, which I ſhall frequently have occaſion to 
cite, It now only remains for me to ſpeak of a work on 
geography, in modern Greek, by Meletius, archbiſhop of 
Athens, and a native of Joannina in Epirus, written 
about the end of the laſt century, and printed at Venice, 
in 1728, in one volume folio. I have made ule of it 
in ſeveral inſtances, for the northern. parts of Greece; 
but I could not for the Peloponneſus, becauſe the maps 
of that peninſula were already engraved before this work. 
fell into my hands. I mult likewiſe add that, if my maps 
are leſs imperfect than. thoſe which have preceded them, 
they are indebted for a part of their merit to the author 
of the Travels of Anacharſis, who has aſſiſted me in my 
enquiries, and diſcuſſed with me feveral eſſential points. 
1 likewiſe ſhall not include in this examination the 
chart of the Palus Mzotis and Pontus Euxinus, becauſe 
time and. events having furniſhed us with a conſiderable 
acceſſion to our knowledge of thoſe places ſince it has 
been completed, it would be neceſſary to lay it down. 
entirely anew.. I ſhall therefore confine myſelf to the 
general map of Greece, and. the particular maps of each- 
of its provinces. 

I have made uſe of all the aſtronomical obſervations. 
that I have been able to procure, when I have found

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them accurate; and, in defect of theſe, have had recourſe 
to the diſtances given by the ancients and moderns. But 
it will be firſt neceſſary to give an account of the mea- 
ſures I have employed. 

In all the maps, I have uſed, for the comparative ſcale, 
the common French leagues of 2500 toiſes, becauſe they 
have appeared to me in general to correſpond very 
nearly with the hour's journey employed by travellers 
in theſe countries. The Olympian ſtadium, which in 
my maps I eſtimate at 94 toiſes 5 feet, is deduced from 


the length which M. Le Roi aſſigns to the Grecian foot *, 


As to the Pythian ſtadium, it is that which M. D'Anville 
has before uſed, and which he fixes at one tenth part of 
the Roman mile, or four fifths of the Olympian ſtadium “. 
I have named it Pythian, becauſe it appears to me to have 
been principally in uſe in the north of Greece ; and be- 
cauſe, according to the remark of Spon ©, the ſtadium 
which ſtill exiſts -at Delphi is ſhorter than that of Athens. 
By the meaſures which we have of the latter, it appears 
that it was of the length, or nearly ſo, of the Olympian 
ſtadium. It is true that Cenforinus*%, when comparing 
the ſtadia which he calls Italian, Olympian and Pythian, 
makes the latter conſiſt of 1000 feet; while the firſt, ac- 
cording to him, only contains 625, and the ſecond 600,

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But Aulus Gellius, who wrote in Greece, exprelsly ſays * 
that the Olympian was the longeſt of all the ſtadia; and 
beſides, M. D'Anvillef, and before him Lucas Peœtus, 
have already remarked that Cenſorinus here diſtin- 
guiſhes the Italian from the Olympian ſtadium, only 
from not knowing the difference of the feet of which 
they were compoſed, and that 625 Roman feet are equal 
to 600 Grecian Olympian feet. We cannot therefore rely 
on the meaſure of the Pythian ſtadium of Cenſorinus 
Yet if we take the 1000 feet for the meaſure of the diau- 
lus, or double ſtadium, we ſhall ſtill have, for the length 
of the Pythian ſtadium, 500 feet, which are exactly four 
fifths of 625 Roman feet. However this may be, the Py- 
thian ſtadium, being ſhorter by one fifth than the Olym- 
pian ſtadium, muſt be equal to 75 toiſes 5 feet 2 inches 
4+ lines, French meaſure, or, to avoid fractions, 76 toiſes 
(161 yards, 2 feet Eng.), as it has been eſtimated by M. 
D'Anville =. 

I have ſometimes made uſe of a ſtill ſhorter ſtadium, 
or that which M. D'Anville calls the Macedonian, or 
Egyptian“, and which he eſtimates, in ſeveral places, 
ſrom fifty toiſes to fifty-four, or even more. 

The projection of the general map is on the hypotheſis 
which conſiders the earth as a plane; at leaſt the diminu-

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tion of the degrees of longitude 1s calculated from the 
table at the end of the Supplements to the Aſtronomy of 
M. de la Lande'; for the difference between this hypo- 
theſis and that of the ſpherical figure of the earth is al- 
moſt inſenſible on the ſcale that I have choſen, The 
meridians being right lines on my map, their intervals 
have been aſcertained by the tangents of the parallels 
36 and 40; and I have always taken the degree of lati- 
tude at 57009 toiſes, in round numbers, as it has been 
eſtimated in the table of M. Schulze *, for the latitude of 
39 degrees. It is not neceſſary to mention that the cur- 
vature of the parallels has been determined and laid 
down on each meridian from the difference of the ſecant 
and the radiys; but it may be proper to remark that, if 
the parallels are right lines on the particular maps, it 
is becauſe it would otherwiſe have been very difficult to 
lay down the different bearings of, which I ſhall have oc- 
cation to ſay more preſently ; and becauſe, beſides, the 
curvature would have been ſcarcely perceivable. I have 
likewiſe not marked the longitude on the particular maps; 
becauſe, having no obſervation relative to it through the 
whole extent of country which they repreſent, it would 
have been neceſlary at leaſt to reach Salonichi, from 
which it muſt have been computed. 

The general map, on the contrary, is ſupported: by. ſe- 
veral obſervations of longitude and latitude. The. poſi- 
tion of Conſtantinople, formerly Byzantium, is taken

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from the Connoiſſance des Temps for the year 1788; and 
the latitude and longitude of Salonichi, formerly Therma, 
at the bottom of the Thermaic Gulf; of Smyrna, on the 
coalt of Aſia; and Candia and Canca, in the iſland of 
Crete, have been obferved by father Feuillce. M. De 
Chazelles has given us the latitude of Rhodes, and other 
navigators have furniſhed me with that of ſeveral of the 
iſlands of the Archipelago, 

F have not been able to make uſe of the obſervation of 
father Feuillée at Milo, becauſe it appears to me erroneous. 
M D'Anville had before judged it to be ſo, ſince the lon- 
gitude which he aſſigns to that iſland in his maps differs 
by about twenty minutes from that of father Feuillce, 
The longitude of Melos in my map is almoſt the ſame 
with that in which it is laid down by M. D'Anville, 

The particular maps have for their baſig: 1. The ob- 
ſervations of latitude taken by Vernon at Athens, Negro- 
pont, or Chalcis, in Eubcea, and Sparta. 2. Two obſer- 
vations of latitude, which I found in the papers of M. 
Freret. They were taken by M. De Chazelles, one in 
the port of the iſland of Zante, or Zacynthus, and the 
other to the ſouth. of Cape Matapan, or Tzoarum, directly 
weſt of the moſt ſouthern point of the iſland of Cythera. 
3. The latitude of Volo, formerly Pagaſz, at the bottom 
of the Pagaſitic Gulf, in Theſlaly, given by Dapper, 
though- I' know not whence he obtained it. 4. That of 
Corfu, from the tables of Riccioli and Pimentel. 5. That 
of Durazzo, or Epidamnus, in Illyricum, according to the 
table of Philip Lanſberge. And, 6. The latitude and longi- 
B 2 tude 
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tude of Salonichi, to which 1 have had recourſe to deter- 
mine the longitude of all Greece in the general map. 

The latitude of Athens, from which I have taken my 
departure for all my particular maps, according to the 
_ obſervations of Vernon, is 38* 5 M. D'Anville men- 
tions another obſervation, which places that city in 387 4 
only; but as I have not found it among his papers, I 
have followed that of Vernon. 

I have adjuſted to the poſition of Athens the plan of the 
bay and iſle of Coulouri, which was taken by M. Fou- 
cherot in 1781, and which I have accurately copied in 
my plan of the battle of Salamis. I have alſo adjuſted to 
the ſame poſition, a manuſcript map of the gulf of Engia, 
taken by the marquis de Chabert, in 1776. This map 
has likewiſe given me the figure of all the iſlands of the 
Saronic Sea, the point of Cape Scyllæum, and even the 
polition of the Acro-corinthus. - The bearing of the pro- 
montory of Sunium from the ſummit of the mountain in 
gina, does not, indeed, accord with that given by 
Wheler ; but the poſition of the Acro-corinthus is alſo in 
this map more ſoutherly than that of Athens, by about four 
thouſand one hundred and fifty toiſes, or a little more 
than four minutes. of latitude, preciſely, as I found it in 
1782. I have aſcertained this poſition entirely from 
comparing and combining the bearings given by Wheler

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of Athens and Mount Hymettus, from the Acro-corinthus“, 
and of the Acro-corinthus from mount Hymettus ? ; for 
I then had not ſeen the map of M. de Chabert. The 
latitude of Corinth therefore cannot be, as the obſervation 
of Vernon makes it, 38? 14 *; but mult be about g8® 1' 30”, 
as it is laid down in my maps. 

The ſituation of Corinth thus determined, I have ad- 
juſted to its poſition a map of the Iſthmus, taken geome- 
trically by the Venetians in 1697, of which an engraving 
has been given by Bellin, in his deſcription of the gulf of 
Venice and the Morea”. This map, which is conſtructed 
with great care, has enabled me to aſlign with ſufficient 
accuracy the ſituation of the promontory Olmiæ, though 
it is not found in it. Wheler has obſerved, that this pro- 
montory bears  north-north-caſt of the Acro-corinthus *; 
and Livy ſays, that a temple of Juno Acræa, built on this 
promontory, was only about ſeven Roman miles diſtant 
from Corinth *. | 

Between Corinth and Argos, the ancients, according to 
Strabo, reckoned two hundred ſtadia ”; and, at preſent, 
about eight or nine hours are required to go, by the 
ſhorteſt road *, from Corinth to Napoli di Romania, or

Nauplia, which is but a little farther than Argos. In my 
maps, the diſtance between Corinth and Argos, in a right 
line, is one hundred and eighty Olympian ſtadia, and 
about ſeven hours and one third, of twenty-five hundred 
toiſes each, between Corinth and Nauplia. 

Argos has always been placed in the maps almoſt due 
ſouth of Corinth; but the ſituation of the ſouthern coaſt 
of Argolis, and in particular the poſition of the iſle of 
Hydra, has obliged me to lay it down much more to the 
welt. The citadel of Argos, Nauplia, or Napoli, and 
Tiryns, at preſent Old Napoli, are laid down from obſer- 
vations, taken on the ſpot by M. Foucherot, from two 
different ſtations ; firſt, on coming out of a defile near 
Mycenæ, and aſterwards from the city of Argos itſelf. 
From the latter ſtation M. Foucherot has alſo obſerved 
the bearing of that part of the coaſt of Laconia which 
advances moſt to the caſt. All theſe obſervations have 
been taken according to the north indicated by the com- 
paſs; but I have rectified them to the true meridian, by 
allowing for the variation of the needle 13* 15 towards 
the welt, which was found to be its variation in theſe 
countries, by M. De Chabert, in 1776. 

To the ſituation of Nauplia, or Napoli, I have adjuſted 
two manuſcript charts, taken in 1735, by the late M. 
Verguin, engineer in the naval ſervice. They have fur- 
niſhed me with the coaſt and iſlands of Argolis, from the 
confines of Laconia to Cape Acra. I ſhall ſay nothing of 
the merit of theſe charts, but content myſelf with refer- 
ring 
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ring to M. D'Anville?, who did not make ule of them till 
he had aſcertained their accuracy. Some obſervations. 
that have been taken of the bearings of the neighbouring 
places from Cape Acra, and the iſlands Tiparenus and 
Ariſtera, now the iſles of Eſpeci and Eſpeci-Poulo, have 
given me the polition of Mount Buporthmos, and the 
iſlands Aperopia and Hydræa. Theſe oblervations, 
which I have found among the papers of M. Freret, have 
appeared to me to be by M. Verguin, which has induced 
me to make uſe of them with confidence. The figure of 
theſe iſlands, and that of the coaſt oppoſite to Scyllæum, 
are taken from another manuſcript chart, drawn by the 
pllot Vidal, in. 1735, which I have compared with that of 
this ſame coaſt, given by Deſmouceaux *. 

The ſituation of Hermione, now Caſtri, is likewiſe aſ- 
certained by its diſtance from Traezen, or Damala. M. 
Fourmont ſays*, that he employed four or five hours in 
going from one of theſe places to the other. That of the 
iſland Hydræa is alſo given by the obſervation of Tourne- 
fort®, of its bearing from his ſtation in the iſland of Zia, 
formerly Ceos; and the latter is laid down from its dif- 
tance from the promontory of Sunium, and from the 
bearings obſerved by Wheler from that promontory © 
which extend to-Anti-Milo.

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Leaving Argos, Pliny has enabled me to determine the 
breadth of Peloponneſus. He ſays that the diſtance from 
Argos to Olympia, crolling Arcadia, is ſixty-eight Roman 
miles. I have taken theſe in a right line; becauſe, after 
having conſidered the road which paſſes through Megalo- 
polis, I have found that it does nut depart much from a 
right line, and yet gives a conſiderably greater diſtance. 
In fact, the table of Peutinger * gives twelve mil::s from 
Olympia to Melænæ, twenty-two from Melænæ to Mega- 
lopolis, and twenty from Megalopolis to Tegea. From 
Tegea to Argos the diſtance is wa ting; but this is eaſily 
ſupplied from modern travellers. M. Foucherot f reckons 
ten hours journey between Napoli di Romania and T'ri- 
polizza; and we ſhall be convinced that th latter town is 
near the place where Tegea ſtood, if, with tie abbe Four- 
mont, we find the ſite of Tegea in Palzo-Tripolizza, or 
Old Tripolizza. We may therefore reckon eighty-ſeven 
or eighty-eight Roman miles from Olympia to Argos, or 
Nauplia, paſſing through Megalopolis ; and thus the re- 
duction of the diſtance to ſixty- eight in a right line will 
ſtill be very great. 

Tripolizza is at preſent the capital of the Morea, or 
Peloponneſus, and the reſidence of a pacha, or mouhalil, 
who is governor of the whole country. It is a modern 
town; but Leondari is not the ancient Megalopolis, as

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has been hitherto ſuppoſed, on the authority of M. De 
Fourmont*. Leondari is built on the declivity of Mount 
Taygetus, and Megalopolis was ſituated in the plam be- 
yond the Alpheus. I am therefore inclined to believe 
that the ſite of the latter city is at the place called Sinano, 
which M. Fourmont has taken, without ſuſſicient proof, 
for the ancient Mantinea®; and within the extenſive 
circuit of which he ſays there are many ruins. Leondari 
is probably the ancient Leuctra mentioned in Xenophon * 
which ſhut in one of the entrances of Laconia. Olympia 
ſubſiſts in a ſmall place now called Miraca. Mr. Chandler 
and M. Foucherot* found there but few ruins: but M. 
Fauvel, who accompanied M. Foucherot, has been more 
ſucceſsful in a ſecond journey, which he made in 1787 
by order of the count de Choiſeul-Gouffier, He then 
diſcovered the hippodrome, the ſtadium, the theatre, and 
the temple of Jupiter; ſo that we ſhall ſoon be in poſſeſ- 
ſion of the exact dimenſions of all theſe relics of antiquity. 

To place Olympia in my maps, its diſtance from Argos, 
however, was not ſufficient ; it was neceſſary alſo to obtain 
its latitude. This has been deduced from that of Zante, 
or Zacynthus, in the iſland of the ſame name ; obſerved, as

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I have already faid, by M. de Chazelles: which obſerva- 
tion, taken in the harbour, directly to the eaſt of the 
caſtle”, fixes the latitude of Zante at 37 46 32”. 

The road of Zante, from the city to Cape Baſilico, the 
caſtern extremity of the iſland, has been laid down from 
a plan taken by M. Verguin: and able navigators, ac- 
cording to Bellin , when failing between this cape and that 
of Torneſe, anciently Chelonites, on the Continent, have 
obſerved the former to bear ſouth-weſt, and the latter 
north-eaſt. The diſtance between theſe two Capes is 
given differently. by different travellers; but I have made 
it, with Texeira, exactly ten Italian miles . 

From Cape Chelonites, Strabo ſays that two hundred 
and eighty ſtadia were reckoned to the mouth of the Al- 
pheus v. The Portulans, from ſeveral bearings, give reaſon 
to conclude, on the whole, that the direction was ſouth- 
eaſt by ſouth; and I have therefore placed the mouth of 
the Alpheus in this direction from Cape Chelonites. I 
have not, however, in my maps, allowed more than 
two hundred and twenty-five Olympian ſtadia for the 
diſtance between theſe two points; becauſe the coaſt, in 
this ſpace, makes great bays, and a great projection; and 
becauſe, beſides, Mr. Chandler and M. Foucherot, who

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made the journey by land from Pyrgo, ncar the mouth 
of the Alpheus, to Chiarenza, anciently Cyllene, not far 
from Cape Chelonites, give reaſon to believe that they did 
not employ more than nine hours in going from one of 
theſe places to the other . 

From the mouth of the Alpheus to Olympia I have fol- 
lowed a {mall drawing which M. Foucherot drew for me 
of his route; and which agrees with Pauſanias, who rec- 
kons a hundred and twenty ſtadia from Olympia to Le- 
trini*, The latter place was at the mouth of the Al- 
pheus; we mult therefore correct Strabo, who makes the 
diſtance, between the mouth of that river and Olympia 
but eighty ſtadia. 

The greater part of the Portulans, Levanto*,. and many 
maps, agree in making Prodano, anciently the iſland 
Prote, on the coalt of Mellenia, bear ſouth-ſouth-caſt of 
Cape Balilico, in the iſle of Zante; and alſo of Cape Che- 
lonites. It is preciſely in this direction, with reſpect to 
the former of theſe capes, that I have placed that iſland in 
my maps: but for the diſtance I have followed in pre- 
ference the Portulan of Romagna, becauſe that alone can 
be made to agree with the diſtances taken by land; thoſe 
given by the others being either too great or too little.

From Prote to Pylos in Meſſenia, at preſent old Nava- 
rins, or Zonchio, three Portulans give for the diſtance ten 
miles. Theſe miles are Greek miles, and are conſe- 
quently reduced in my maps to fix Itahan miles and two- 
thirds, The direction is caſt-ſouth-eaſlt. 

To the poſition of Pylos I have afterwards adjuſted two 
manuſcript maps by M. Verguin, of which M. D'Anville 
has alſo made uſe". I could not follow more accurate 
guides than theſe maps: they have conducted me to Cape 
Gallo, anciently the promontory of Acritas, at the en- 
trance of the gulf of Meſſenia. Thence it was eaſy 
for me to aſcend to Corone, now Coron. That city was 
ſomewhat more than a hundred and ſixty ſtadia from the 
promontory of Acritas, according to Pauſanias *; and tra- 
vellers? reckon by land from Modon, anciently Mothone, 
to Coron, ſix hours journey, or eighteen Italian miles. 

From Coron navigators, according to Bellin®*, have ob- 
ſerved Cape Gros, anciently Thyrides, in Laconia, to bear 
ſouth-eaſt and five degrees to the fouth. The variation 
appears to me corrected in this bearing. This cape is not 
far from Tænarum, now Cape Matapan. ' Pauſanias rec- 
kons only ſeventy ſtadia between them* ; and Bellin ſays

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that Matapan is diſtant from Cape Gallo, or the promon- 
tory of Acritas, thirty miles, or ten marine leagues, to the 
ealt-ſouth-eaſt*; This diſtance, which is the breadth of 
the entrance of the gulf of Meſſenia, is much greater ac- 
cording to the Portulans. Pliny, however, makes it leſs ©; 
on which account I have adhered to the meaſure given by 
Bellin, and employed it in a right line in my maps. 

From Tænarum it was not difficult for me to gain the 
promontory of Malea. M. Verguin, from the latter cape, 
had taken the bearing of the former, from two different 
ſtations; and thus determined the poſition of the promon- 
tory of Tænarum with reſpect to that of Malea. By tak- 
ing the oppolite directions, I have aſcertained the poſition 
of Malea from Tænarum. All the envirous of the former 
cape are laid down from a manuſcript chart of the ſame 
M. Verguin, which has given me the coaſt from the pro- 
montory of ; Malea, now Cape St. Angelo, to the ifle of 
Cervi, inclufively ; as alſo the northern coaſt of the iſland 
of Cerigo, or Cythera. To this chart is added another of 
the anchoring place of St. Nicholas, anciently the Phoeni- 
cian port, in the ſame iſland of Cythera. The remainder 
of the iſland is taken from Coronelli *%, whoſe deſcrip- 
tion has been compared with other materials. The iſle of 
Cervi was formerly only a peninſula, the moſt ſoutherly

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point of which was called Onu-gnathos, or the jaw-bone 
of the aſs. 

In the interior part of. Peloponneſus, Lacedzmon, or 
Sparta, is laid down from its diſtance from Megalopolis. 
Pauſanias ſays, that from Sparta to Olympia the diſtance 
is fix hundred and fixty ſtadia ?; and Livy informs us 
that the road paſſed through Megalopolisf. We have 
ſeen that the table of Peutinger reckons, in two diſtances, 
thirty-four Roman miles from Olympia to Megalopolis. 
Theſe thirty-four miles make two hundred and ſeventy. 
two Olympian ſtadia; which, ſubducted from fix hundred 
and ſixty, leave three hundred and eighty-eight ſtadia for 
the diſtance from Megalopolis to Sparta. The diſtance in 
my maps, in a right line, is three hundred and thirty ſta. 
dia; and Sparta is placed in the latitude of 377 10 N. ac- 
cording to the obſervation of Vernon *. 

It has not been the Mme With Coron; 1e not been 
able to place this city in the latitude obſerved by Ver- 
non b. The ſouthern part of Peloponneſus, however, 
as I have already faid, reſts on an obſervation of latitude 
made at ſea by M. de Chazelles, 't6 the ſouth of Cape Tæ- 
narum or Matapan, and directly weſt of the moſt ſouth- 
ern point of the iſland of Cythera*. This obſervation aſ-

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certains the latitude of the extreme point of Cerigo to be 
36 10 N. 

In the northern part of Peloponneſus, the ſituation of 
Dyme in Achaia is determined by its diſtance from Olym- 
pia. From Olympia to Elis there were two roads: one 
through the plain, three hundred ſtadia in length *; and 
the other, which was the ſhorteſt, over the mountain. By 
the latter it was reckoned twelve miles, or ninety- ſix ſta- 
dia, from Olympia to Pylos near Elis“, and ſeventy or 
eighty ſtadia from Pylos to Elis itſelf®; in the whole, a 
hundred and ſixty-ſix, or a hundred and ſeventy-ſix, ſta- 
dia, from Olympia to Elis. From the latter city, proceed- 
ing into Achaia, Pauſanias reckons a hundred and fifty- 
ſeven ſtadia ® to the pallage of the river Larillus ; and he 
adds , that from this river to Dyme it is about four hun- 
dred ſtadia. All theſe diſtances appear to me accurate 
except the laſt, which cannot be made to agree with the 
meaſures taken at ſea. Paulmier has indeed. perceived 
that there muſt be an error in this number ?; but he has 
not corrected it. I would propole to ſubſtitute in the 
Greek the numeral letter which denotes forty for that 
which ſignifies four hundred; and we ſhall then have

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three hundred and fixty-three, or three hundred and 
ſeventy-three, ſtadia, for the diſtance from Olympia to 
Dyme. My maps give more than three hundred and 
twenty in a right line. 

I could not place Dyme at a greater diſtance from 
Olympia, Dyme was only ſixty ſtadia from the promon- 
tory of Araxus, according to Sirabo 4; and the Venetian 
Portulan reckons only eighteen miles in a right line from 
this cape to Chelonites, the fituation of which has GERT 
been determined. 1 

M. Verguin has taken the plan of an 1 place 
ſituated to the eaſt of the promontory of Araxus, now 
Cape Papa, which extends to Dyme. From this anchor- 
ing place the town of Patras, anciently Patræ, has been 
obſerved, according to Bellin*, to bear eaſt by north. 
The variation appears to me to have been corrected in 
this obſervation. But the diſtance from Dyme to Patræ, 
according to ſeveral ancient authors, is a hundred and 
twenty ſtadia*: from the promontory of Araxus to Pa- 
træ, therefore, the diſtance was a hundred and eighty 
ſtadia. In my maps it is a hundred and ſixty-ſour, or a 
hundred and ſixty-five, in a right line. 

The ſituation of Patra is alſo determined by its diſ- 
tance from the iſthmus of Corinth. This diſtance is ſe-

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ven hundred and twenty ſtadia, according to Agathe. 
merus *; and there is no reaſon to ſuſpett an error, ſince 
Pliny eſtimates it at the ſame. The latter ſays that the 
length of the gulf of Corinth, or of the fea of Criſſa, to the 
iſthmus, is eighty-five miles ; and he adds, that from the 
promontory of Rhium it is five miles to Patrz *; in the 
whole, ninety miles, which make exactly ſeven hundred 
and twenty ſtadia. This meaſure alſo agrees very well 
with ſome particular diſtances on the coaſt of Achaia, 
given by Pauſanias and the Peutinger table?. In my 
maps, the diſtance in a right line between the part of the 
iſthmus on the ſea of Criſſa where a wall terminates, and 
the poſition of Patræ, is fix hundred and fixty-five ſtadia. 
It may perhaps be thought that I have not made a ſuffi- 
cient allowance in reducing the itinerary meaſure to a 
right line ; but it is to be obſerved that the coaſt is almoſt 
ſtraight, and makes no other elbow than that of the cape 
of Sicyon. This cape has been obſerved by Wheler to 
bear north-weſt by north of the Acro-corinthus ; and the 
Greek and Venetian Portulans place Patræ in the direc. 
tion of weſt by ſouth, and even welt-ſouth-weſt, from 


that cape.

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In front of Patra is the iſland of Cefalonia, anciently 
Cephallenia, which, according to Strabo?, is only eighty 
{tadia diſtant from the promontory. of Chelonites in Pelo- 
ponneſus, and fixty from the iſland of Zacynthus. The 
figure of it is taken from a Venetian chart, the ſame that 
M. D'Anville has made uſe of“. This chart, which ap- 
pears to me to have been drawn with care, has alſo fur- 
niſbed me with a part of the ifland of Ithaca, now Teaki; 
and the ports fituated in the north of the latter iand are 
laid down from a plan taken by M. Verguin. 

From Cephallenia Strabo again reckons fifty ſtadia to 
Leucadia ©. But this diſtancc is erroneous : for navigators 
eſtimate it at not leſs than three marine leagues, or nine 
Italian miles“; at which diltance 1 have placed theſe two 
iſlands in my map, following the bearing which the Ve- 
netian Portulan has given between the molt northern 
cape of Cefalonia and the moit ſouthern of Leucadia. 
The latter iſland is now called St. Maura, and was long 
only a peninſula : it is laid down from a map of Coronelli's, 
of which M. D'Anville has alſo made uſe . The coaſt 
of the oppoſite continent, towards Alyzia, as well as the

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iſlands between that and Leucadia, are taken from a plan 
by M. Verguin. 

The town Leucas was not ſituated in the ſame place as 
that of St. Maura is at preſent. The ruins of it are [till 
to be ſeen at ſome diſtance on the ſea ſhore, and in a 
place where the iſland approaches neareſt to the main 
land. It was built by the Corinthians, on the iſthmus by 
which the iſland anciently was joined to the continent; 
but the iſthmus having been cut through, the town re- 
mained on the iſland, and the channel took the name of 
Dioryctos. According to the accounts of ancient au- 
thors f, the diſtance from Patræ to Leucas was eſtimated 
at ſeven hundred ftadia; but in my map it is but five 
hundred aad ſeventy-five, in a right line, becauſe the na- 
vigation from one of theſe ports to the other is much em- 
barraſſed; and becauſe, beſides, the diſtance from Nau- 
pactus to Dioryctos, according to the table of Peutinger, 
would not allow me to make it more. 

Naupactus, now called Lepanto, lies more to the eaſt 
than Patræ. This city is fituated on the ſea of Criſſa, 
not far from the promontory of Antirrhium. From it 
the Peutinger table * gives, at ſeveral diſtances, ſeventy- 
eight Roman miles to Dioryctos. Theſe ſeventy-eight 
miles amount to ſix hundred and twenty-four Olympian

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ſladia; and I have made the diſtance more than ſix hun- 
dred, in a right line, 

On the road from Patræ to Dioryctos, the Achelous, 
now called Aſpro-potamo, or the White River, was croſied. 
Coronelli has given a map of a part of the courſe of this 
river®, which was taken in conſequence of an incurſion. 
that the Venetians made into Acarnama and Ætolia in 
1684. I have found in it the track of the ancient road; 
but as the ſcale of it is erroneous, I have rectified it from 
the diſtances pointed out by M. Foucherot ', who has tra- 
velled through the country; and have adjuſted the whole 
map to the poſition of QCEniadz, which was ſituated at the 
mouth of the Alpheus, and diſtant one hundred ftadia 
from the promontory Araxus in Peloponneſus *. 

This map extends to the ruins of Stratos, which was 
built on the right bank of the river, at the diſtance of 
more than two. hundred. ſtadia from its mouth, according 
to Strabo!. Yet the ſame author ſays, ſoon after”, that 
Stratos was half-way between Alyzia and Anactorium; 
and the latter city ſtood on the gulf of Ambracia. Paul- 
mier has endeavoured © to. reconcile theſe two paſſages: 
but his uſual penetration appears here to have forſaken

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him; he offers nothing ſatisfactory. If he had attended 
to the reſpective ſituation of the places, he might eaſily 
have perceived that the ſecond paſlage is corrupted ; and 
that inſtead of Aue we ſhould read Ag 

From Leucas, Strabo reckons two hundred and forty 
ſtadia to the temple of Actium, at the entrance of the 
gulf of Ambracia, on the coalt of Acarnania*. This diſ- 
tance appears to me erroneous; for the Peutinger table 
only gives fifteen miles between Dioryctos and Nicopolis, 
which was alterwards built by Auguſtus, on the other 
ſide of the gulf, in Epirus”; and the Portulans and tra- 
vellers* compute the diſtance between the fortreſs of St. 
Maura and that of La Preveza at only twelve miles: 
Theſe mules, which can only be Greek mules, I have laid 
down 1n a right line on my map. For the bearing I have 
followed that given by Bellin *, 

The gulf of Ambracia, at preſent the gulf of Arta, is 
laid down from a large map of Coronelli's, the ſame that 
M. D'Anville has made uſe of *; but, like him, I have been 
obliged to correct its ſcale, and adjuſt the map to the mea. 


ſures which Polybius has given of this gulf*. 
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In this latitude Greece is ſhut in between two gulls ; 
that of Ambracia to the welt, and that of Malia to the 
caſt; ſo that the interval that ſeparates them is conſidered 
by Strabo as an iſthmus, of which he gives the meaſure *, 
which he makes to be eight hundred ſtadia from the bot- 
tom of the gulf of Ambracia to Thermopylz on the Ma- 
liac gulf. This meaſure has enabled me to determine the 
point of Thermopylz, which is alſo given by other means. 
The ſame author ſays, that from the bottom of the gulf of 
Criſſa the diſtance to Thermopylæ, in a right line, is five 
hundred and eight ſtadia* What Strabo calls the gulf of 
Criſſa is the ſea of Crilla, or of Alcyon, which was after- 
wards named the gulf of Corinth. He ſays nothing of 
any particular gulf of Criſſa, near Delphi; and perhaps 
I have been wrong in repreſenting it diſtinct ſrom this 
ſea in my maps. Laſtly, the bottom of the gulf of Criſſa, 
in Strabo, is in the environs of Pagæ, in Megaris?, In my 
maps the diſtance from Thermopylz to this city, in a 
right line, is four hundred and ſeventy ſtadia, which does 
not exactly agree with that given by Strabo; but the com- 
pariſon of the bearings, of which I ſhall ſpeak preſently, 
would not permit me to admit a greater. The firſt diſ- 
tance is laid down in a right line within about twelve 

ſtadia.

From the bearing 
of this ſame promontory, as obſerved by 'Wheler ®, from 
the harbour of San Balilio, which lies to the eaſt of that 
anciently called Eutretus, and now Livadoltro. 

For the interior part of Attica, Bœotia, and Phocis, it 
would at firſt view ſeem to admit of no doubt that we 
ought to follow the map of Wheler ; but if we examine 
it with attention we ſhall find that it is not to be conſided 
in. The map of this traveller differs eſſentially from his. 
journal. The bearings he has given in the latter are not 
found the ſame in the map. I ſhall inſtance only in the po- 
ſition of Corinth. We have ſeen that, according to the bear- 
ings given by Wheler, that city mult be more to the ſouth: 
than Athens; yet in the map, in whatever manner it be 
taken, it will be found to he more to the north. 1 know 
well that the difference of latitude found between theſe 
two cities on the map may be diminiſhed by taking the 
north for that indicated by the compals; but, even thus, 
Corinth cannot be brought down to its true place. It is 
the ſame with other places. oblerved by Vernon. If we

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take the map of Wheler as it ſtands, we ſhall find they 
are all in the latitudes he has given: Wheler has then 
adjuſted his map to the obſervations of Vernon. But of 
this proofs are unneceſſary ; Wheler has himſelf told us 
ſo in his preface. He has not perceived that theſe lati- 
tudes, for the molt part erroneous, deſtroy the accuracy 
of all his own operations. Beſides, how could he lay 
down places according to their latitude on a map taken 
by the compaſs, without correcting the variation? We 
can therefore only make uſe of this map partially; it is 
rather to be had recourſe to as containing memorandu:ns 
that have their value, than as an exact repreſentation of 
the country. 

I have taken all the bearings given by Wheler; and 
have followed the Engliſh original, becauſe the French 
| tranſlation is frequently faulty. Wheler indeed has only 
given the points of the compaſs, which leave us in an un- 
certainty of 11 15; but, by comparing a great number 
of theſe bearings, I have been able to aſcertain ſome 
points with tolerable accuracy, and have reaſon to believe 
that I have reſtored his map to what it was before he had 
adjuſted it to the obſervations of Vernon. I have only 
corrected, in all his bearings, the variation; which I have 
taken, with M. D'Anville ©, at a point of the compaſs to- 


wards the weſt, | 
The plans of M. Foucherot have given me the ſummits of

Mount Pentelicus, Mount Hymettus, and the Cerate 
Mountains. I have taken my ſtation with Wheler on the 
two latter, and alſo at the Acro-corinthus, to determine 
the poſition of Cithæron. From Cithæron and the Acro- 
corinthus I have determined Helicon, and alſo the ſummit 
of Parnaſſus called Lycoria, which has been obſerved by 
Wheler to be directly north of the Acro-corinthus *. From 
Cithæron, Helicon, and Parnaſſus, I have aſcertained the 
poſition of Mount Ptous, in Bœotia; from the latter and 
Cithæron, Mount Teumeſſus, near Chalcis, or Negropont; 
from Cithæron and Mount Hymettus, Mount Parnes ; 
from Mount Ptous, ſeveral mountains in the ifland of 
Eubcea, and one near Opus, now called Talanda. Laſtly, 
from the Acro-corinthus I have determined ſeveral capes 
which run out into the ſea of Criſſa. Among all theſe 
ſituations, the poſition of Chalcis or Negropont in Eubcea 
is found in the latitude given by Vernon * ; but I have not 
been able to place either Thebes or Delphi in the latitudes 
aſſigned them by that traveller. 

From Turco-Chorio, anciently Elatea, Wheler has ob- 
ſerved the ſummit of Parnaſſus to bear ſouth by weſt*: by 
taking the oppoſite direction I have determined the poſi- 
tion of Elatea from Parnaſſus. Turco-Chorio is laid down 
in a map of Thermopylz, taken in 1781, by M. Foucherot;

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ſo that it has been eaſy to adjuſt this map to mine. It is 
the ſame which I have copied, in part, in the plan of the 
paſs of Thermopylæ. It has conducted me to Zeitoun, 
and has beſides given me the point of the iſland of Eubcea; 
Zeitoun is the ancient Lamia, as is proved by an inſcrip- 
tion given by Paul Lucas *; but the country in the envi- 
rons is ſcarcely to be known for the ſame. The Sperchius 
no longer flows in the ſame channel as formerly; the 
marſhes, which exiſted in the time of Herodotus, are now 
become firm ground; the Maliac gulf fills up every day; 
and the ſtrait of Thermopylz is at preſent much wider 
than it was in the time of Xerxes. 

From Athens to Thermopylæ many of the diſtances 
which are given by ancient authors have appeared to me 
to be computed in Pythian ſtadia, or ſtadia which are 
ſhorter by one fifth than the Olympian. I ſhall here only 
inſtance in ſome that are given near Thermopylæ; by 
comparing which with the ſame diſtances in Roman mea- 
ſures, we ſhall perceive that the ſtadia in which they are 
eſtimated are in the proportion of ten to the mile. 

Herodotus, when deſcribing this famous paſs, reckons 
forty-five ſtadia from Anticyra, along the Sperchius, to 
Trachis®; and Strabo ſays that the Sperchius is diſtant 
from Lamia thirty ſtadia; in the whole, ſeventy-five

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ſtadia from Trachis to Lamia. But Trachis having been 
deftroyed, according to the ſame Strabo *, Heraclea was 
built at about fix ſtadia diſtance. Subduct theſe ſix ſta- 
dia from ſeventy-five, and there will remain ſixty- nine 
for the diſtance from Lamia to Heraclea; and Livy ſays 
expreſsly, ſpeaking of theſe two cities, interſunt feptem 
millia ferm paſſuum', The fame proportion is likewiſe 
found in the diſtance from Heraclea to the hot ſprings at 
Thermopylz. This diftance 1s forty ſtadia, according to 
Thucydides , which meaſure is confirmed by Strabo®; 
yet Pliny makes it only four Roman miles. 

An obſervation taken by M. Foucherot, at Thermo- 
pylz, of the bearing of that part of the coaſt of Theſſaly 
which extends fartheſt to the ſouth, has given me the di- 
rection of the channel which ſeparates this country from 
Eubcea. This channel is much longer than it is repre- 
ſented in the greater part of maps, but it is extremely 
narrow; for I have not been able to employ the eighty 
ſtadia aſſigned by Herodotus * for the diſtance between 
Artemiſium and Aphetæ, but by taking them at only 
fifty-three toiſes each, as M. D'Anville has: done in his 
map of ancient Greece. The length I have given to this

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channel is the ſame with that of the coaſt of Eubcea which 
borders it; and this coaſt extends the ſpace of thirty-ſix 
Italian miles, according to a manuſcript chart of the 
Archipelago, drawn by the pilot Gautier, in 1738. On 
the moſt northern cape of the iſland of Eubcea formerly 
ſtood the city of Cerinthus, the name of which has been 
corrupted by. mariners into that of Capo Rhento. 
Several maps make this cape bear due north of the 
promontory of Sepias, now Cape St. George; and the 
chart of Gautier places the latter directly ſouth of the 
point of Caſſander, anciently the promontory of Poſi- 
dium, in the peninſula of Pallene. The diſtance from 
the promontory of Poſidium to Sepias appears to me to 
be about thirty-five Italian miles: Gautier makes it more; 
but it cannot much exceed this, for the latitude of the 
promontory. of Poſidium is determined by that of Ther- 
ma, now Salonichi, at the bottom of the Thermaic gulf. 
The whole coaſt from that city to the promontory of 
Canaſtreum, now Canoniſtro, is laid down from a chart 
taken geometrically, in 1738, by M. Le Roi, an engineer 
who accompanied the marquis d'Antin. The map of M. 
Le Roi has alſo furniſhed me with the mouths of the 
Axius, and even the coaſt of Theſſaly, though the latter is 
only laid down from eſtimation. | 

The longitude and latitude of Salonichi have been ob- 
ferved by Father Feuillée 8. It is ſituated 20* 48' eaſt of

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Paris, and in latitude 40“ 41' 10” N. From the poſition of 
this place I have determined the longitude of all Greece, 
in my general map. 

The ſummit of Mount Olympus, in Theſlaly, is aſcer- 
tained by its bearing from Salonichi. The valley of 
Tempe is given from a manuſcript map of Mr. Stuart, a 
learned Engliſhman, who has publiſhed the Antiquities of 
Athens; and the bottom of the Pagaſitic gulf is deter- 
mined, as I have already ſaid, from the latitude of Pa- 
gaſz, now the caſtle of Volo. The latitude of this caſtle 
is 39? 21', according to Dapper”. I know not whence he 
obtained this obſervation, but it appears to me ſulſſi- 
ciently accurate. The iſles Sciathos, Scopelos, and the 
others near to them, are taken from the chart of Gautier ; 
except that of Scyros, which is laid down from the plan 
given of it by the Count de Choiſeul-Goufher . 

On the weſtern coaſt I ſtopped at the gulf of Ambra- 
cia. I ſhall now proceed to determine the poſition of the 
iſland of Corcyra, at preſent Corfu. Coronelli has given 
a map of this iſland, which is ſuſhciently minute; but the 
ſcale of it is defective. M. D' Anville has corrected it*, 
by comparing it with a plan taken by M. Verguin. I have 
done the ſame ; and have afterwards adjuſted to the poſi- 
tion of this iſland the coaſt of Epirus, from Buthrotum to

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the promontory Chimzrium, and even beyond. The 
greater number of the Portulans place the iſlands called 
Paxæ to the eaſt and ſouth-ealt of Corfu ; they are never- 
theleſs laid down very nearly ſouth in all the maps, and 
ſo they are found in mine. In giving their figure I have 
tllowed a map by Van Keulen. 

From theſe iſlands the Greek and compiled Portulans 
make Cape Sidero, the moſt welterly point of Cephallenia, 
to bear ſouth by eaſt; and Levanto fays ® this is in general 
the courſe ſteered in failing from Corfu to Cefalonia. The 
diſtance is different, according to different authors; but it 
is determined by the latitude of Corfu, which, according 
to the tables of Riccioli and Pimentel *, which are con- 
ſtructed from the obſervations of navigators, is 39* 37 N. 
The poſition of Corfu agrees with the ſeven hundred ſtadia 
which the ancients computed between Leucas and Cor- 
cyra?. The latter city is not indeed the ſame with Corfu : 
the ruins of it are ſeen at a little diſtance to the ſouth, in 
a peninſula now called Cherſopoli; and from this penin- 
ſula to Leucas, the diſtance, in a right line, on my map, is 
ſix hundred and twelve Olympian ſtadia, which appears a 
ſuitable reduction. |

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From Corcyra the ancients again reckoned ſeven hun- 
dred ſtadia * to the Acro-ceraunian mountains; or perhaps 
only ſix hundred and ſixty, which is the number in the 
manuſcript of Agathemerus *;, though Tennulius hag 
thought proper to correct it. from the text of Pliny. He. 
would have done better to have corrected Pliny > by 
Agathemerus In my map the diſtance of five hundred. 
and ninety ſtadia will be found, in a right line, between 
Corcyra and the point of the Acro-ceraunian or Ceraunian 
mountains, now called La Linguctta. This reduction 1s 
not too great. ihe polition of that point is likewiſe. aſ- 
certained by. other means. 

The latitude of this point is taken from a large chart 
of the Gulf of Oricum, now La Valona, geometrically 
taken, in 1690, by a. Venetian engineer, named Alber- 
ghetti, in which, the latitude ſeems to have been given 
from. an aſtronomical obſervation made at La Valona, 
though it is not mentioned in the chart. Its longitude is 
deduced from its bearing with reſpect to the. moſt north- 
ern point of Corfu : at leaſt, Levanto ſays* that . Corfu 
lies ten leagues to the ſouth- ſouth- eaſt of the iſle of Saſeno, 
anciently Saſo. The leagues of this pilot are always four. 
Italian miles each, as has been remarked. by M. D'An--

ville; 
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ville *; and, taking the oppoſite direction, the ten leagues 
will preciſely extend from Cape Phalacrum, the moſt 
northern point of Corfu, to the latitude which the Vene- 
tian chart aſſigns to the point of La Linguetta. I have 
therefore reaſon to believe that the Ceraunian mountains 
are rightly placed in my map. On the other hand, the 
poſition of the Cape La Linguetta, which is placed due 
ſouth of Saſeno in the Venetian chart, is ſhewn to be right 
by that of the ſmall iſland Thoronos. The latter is di- 
realy to the ſouth* of Saſeno, and due weſt * of Phala- 
crum in Corcyra. 

The chart of the Gulf of Oricum, which appeared to 
me very carefully laid down, has furmſhed me with the 
coaſts of that gulf, thoſe of the iſland Saſo, and even a 
part of the courſe of the river Celydnus. I have alſo pro- 
fited by a note engraved on that chart, which contains a 
conciſe but well drawn deſcription of the country in the 
environs of La Valona, the ancient Aulon. It has like- 
wiſe given me the diſtances deſcending to the ſouth to 
Buthrotum, oppoſite Corcyra; and has, beſides, conducted 
me to Durazzo, or Epidamnus, in Illyricum. But it muſt 
ſurely excite our aſtoniſhment that ſo accurate a chart 
ſhould have remained almoſt unknown to the time of M. 
D'Anville :: the reaſon of which no doubt is, that the

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greater part of geographers, accuſtomed to copy from 
each other, have never thought of examining Greece in 
detail, as has been done by M. D'Anville. 

The Greek and compiled Portulans, Levanto*, and 
Alberghetti, in a note, lay down Durazzo due north of 
the iſle of Saſeno. I have placed it in that direction; and 
for the diſtance I think we ſhould prefer that given by 
Alberghetti; not that the others differ much from it, 
but becauſe it is the greateſt of all: yet has it ſtill obliged 
me to take the leaſt of two different latitudes which have 
been aſſigned to Durazzo, and which, as I have already 
ſaid, is that of the table of Philip Lanſberge i, who ſtates 
it at 41* 27. The tables of Harris and Riccioli place 
Durazzo more to the north, and make the latitude 
41* 58'*; but this would require almoſt double the 
diſtance. 

From all that I have faid it appears to me that the weſt. 
ern coaſt of Greece is aſcertained with tolerable accu; 
racy : it is therefore now only neceſſary to enquire whe- 
ther my meaſures will be found exact, if we croſs to the 
eaſtern ſide. I have already determined the breadth of 
Greece ; firſt in Peloponneſus, by the diſtance of Argog 
from Olympia ; and, afterwards, in the middle of Greece

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itſelf, by that of the Gulf of Ambracia from Thermopy la. 
I ſhall now proceed to aſcertain it in the moſt northern 
part, by the extent of the Egnatian way, which went from 
Apollonia and Epidamnus to Theſſalonica or Therma, at 
the bottom of the Thermaic Gult, and even beyond, 
This way indeed was made by the Romans, and did not 
exiſt till a long time after the æra of the travels of Ana- 
charſis: yet the meaſure of its length to Theſſalonica will 
enable us to determine the ſpace which ſeparates the two 
feas. This meaſure is given in Roman miles. 

Polybius, according to Strabo!, reckoned two hundred 
and ſixty- ſeven miles on this road from Apollonia in Illy- 
ricum to Thellalonica. Strabo afterwards remarks that 
the road was not longer from Dyrrachium or Epidamnus, 
than from Apollonia ®; it will therefore be indifferent 
whether we take the meaſure of it from one or the other 
of thoſe cities. I ſhall take it from Epidamnus, becauſe 
I have already determined the poſition of that place. 
The 267 Roman miles, at 756 toiſes each, at which they 
are eſtimated by M. D'Anville “, make 201852 toiſes; and 
on my map the diſtance between Epidamnus and Therma, 
in a right line, is 167200. The reduction of the itinerary 
meaſure to the right line is about one ſixth, which I ima-

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gine will appear a ſuitable proportion in a mountainous 
country, and where the road paſles through ſeveral defiles. 
Alberghetti, beſides, ſays that the diſtance from Durazzo 
to Salonichi 1s little more than two hundred Italian miles. 
In the interior part of Epirus ſome particularities may 
be remarked that are not found in any maps before pub- 
liſhed. They are taken in part from a manuſcript journey 
from Arta, anciently Ambracia, by Joannina, and Gom- 
phi, to Lariſſa in Theſſaly; and in part from the Greek 
geography of Meletius, a native of Joannina, a town ſi- 
tuated on the lake Acheruſia.. It may perhaps excite 
ſurpriſe to ſee this lake within land, at a conſiderable 
diſtance from the ſca, while all the maps place it at the 
mouth of the Acheron: yet Scylax and Strabo* make the 
Acheron not fall into this lake, but riſe out of it: and 
Pliny ſtill more poſitively ſays? that the Acheron, after 
having flowed out of the lake Acheruſia, makes a courſe 
of thirty-ſix miles to arrive at the ſea. This is in ſact the 
diſtance from Joannina to port Veliki, anciently Glycys, 
or the Sweet Port. The Acheron in this ſpace loſes itſelf 
for ſome time under ground, according to Meletius *; and 
this it is, no doubt, which has cauſed it to be repreſented 
as one of the rivers of hell. The ſame is probably the 
caſe with the Cocytus, which riſes out of the ſame lake.

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I ſhall not enter into ſo minute a detail of the remainder 
of the general map, though all the parts of it have been 
laid down on the ſame ſcale as the particular ones, The 
general map is, as I may ſay, only the extract of a work 
of much greater labour; it will therefore be ſufficient to 
indicate the principal points. 

The figure of the three peninſulas of Chalcidice and the 
Gulf of Pieria, to the iſle of Thaſos incluſively, is taken from 
a manuſcript chart of the pilot Gauthier, found among the 
papers of M. Freret. This chart has been adjuſted to that 
of the eaſtern coaſt of the 'Thermaic Gulf, taken geome- 
trically by M. Le Roi, and of which I have already ſpoken. 
In this chart of Gauthier's the peninſula in which Mount 
Athos is ſituated, extends to a ſomewhat greater length 
than in another manuſcript map of the Archipelago, which 
is to be found in the Geographical Collection for Foreign 
Affairs: but I have reaſon to believe the manuſcript which 
I have followed accurate, becauſe it agrees with the mea- 
ſures of this peninſula given by Pliny and Belon ©; and 
| becauſe, beſides, the ſummit of Mount Athos has preciſely 
the ſame bearing from the ruins of Alexandria Troas, 
more anciently Sigeum, which it was obſerved to have by 
Mr. Chandler. 

The iſle of Lemnos is laid down according to its diſtances

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from Mount Athos and the Helleſpont, and the bearings 
mdicated by the ſhadow of Mount Athos, as it projects 
itſelf on that iſland. Myrina, the principal city of Lemnos, 
could not be at the north- weſt point, as it is found in ſome 
maps. The ſhadow of Mount Athos, according to the 
teſtimony of almoſt all antiquity, did not reach a brazen 
cow which ſtood in the forum till the ſummer ſolſtice © ; and 
Belon has remarked *® that the ſhadow already projected on 
the north-welt angle of Lemnos, on the 2d of June. The 
coaſt of Thrace, from Thaſos to the mouth of the Hebrus, 
is laid down from the indications of the Portulans, com- 
pared with the Roman itineraries. 

The latitude of the Dardanelles, anciently the Helleſ- 
pont, has been obſerved by M. de Chazelles * ; but for 
their poſition I have entirely followed a large manuſcript 
chart taken within theſe few years by M. Tondu, an aſtro- 
nomer, who has aſcertained their longitude and latitude. 
This chart has furniſhed me with the coaſts of the Gulf 
of Melas, the Thracian Cherſoneſus, and the oppoſite Aſia- 
tic ſhore, to Tenedos. To this is added another chart, 
alſo in manuſcript, taken by M. Truguet, captain of a fri- 
gate, under the orders of the count de Choiſeul-Gouffier,

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From this I have obtained the remainder of the coall of 
the Troas, the Gulf of Adramyttium to the entrance of 
that of Cyme, and the whole iſland of Leſbos. 

The Propontis, now the ſea of Marmara, is adjuſted, 
on the one hand, to the poſition of Byzantium, or Con- 
ſtantinople, the longitude and latitude of which are taken, 
as I have already ſaid, from the Connorfſance des Temps for 
the year 17887; and, on the other, to that of the Darda- 
nelles. The figure of it 1s taken from a large manuſcript 
map, deſigned in 1731 by M. Bohn, an engineer in the 
ſervice of prince Ragozzi. This map 1s the ſame that M. 
D'Anville made ule of*. I have copied it exactly, except 
that I have thought I ought to place Cyzicus more to the 
eaſt, from the diſtances given by ancient authors, and even 
by modern travellers. The bottom of the Gulf of Aſlacus, 
and the lake near to Ancora, are taken from a manuſcript 
chart by M. Peiſſonel; and the Boſphorus of Thrace, now 
the canal of Conſtantinople, is laid down from a ron 
lar plan which I have given of it. : 

To the poſition of Smyrna, the longitude and latitude 
of which have been obſerved by Father Feuillce *, I have 
adjuſted a large manuſcript chart of a part of the Archi- 
pelago, which I had deſigned in 1785. This chart contains

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all the iſlands to the ſouth of the parallel of Smyrna, and 
to the north of that of Rhodes, as well as the correſponding 
coaſts of Europe and Aſia. The iſlands are placed in it 
according to the obſervations of Tournefort, and other 
travellers; and their figures are taken from different 
plans, ſome of which are manuſcript. ._ A great number of 
theſe plans are found in Tournetort ; the count de Choi- 
ſeul-Gouffier has given ſeveral*; and I have allo derived 
advantage from thoſe contained in the collections of Dap- 
per, Bolchini, and even Bordone. The plans of the iſlands 
of Thera and Aſtypalæa are manuſcript ; they were taken 
in 1738 by M. Le Roi, and the latitude of the iſlands has 
been obſerved. 

On the coaſt of Aſia the Hermæan Gulf, now the Gulf 
of Smyrna, has been laid down from a manuſcript chart, 
taken by the ſame M. Le Roi; and the bottom of that of 
Cyme is aſcertained by the poſition of Phocæa. This city 
was a little leſs than two hundred ſtadia diſtant from 
Smyrna, according to Strabo % The latter was not built 
till ſome time after the date of the travels of Anacharſs . 
it was twenty ſtadia from the ancient city“, and is that 
which is at preſent ſo flouriſhing. The reſt of the coaſt 
to Lycia is taken from the charts of the count de Choiſeul-

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Gouffier, which have been likewiſe compared with the 
diſtances given by ancient authors. 

Throughout almoſt the whole of Aſia Minor, the rivers 
bring down an immenſe quantity of {lime and mud, and 
form accumulations of earth at their mouths. The Sca- 
mander in Troas, the Caicus near Pergamus, the Hermus 
near Smyrna, and the Cayſter, which flows by Epheſus, 
have enlarged the country they traverſe : but no where 
is there a more remarkable inſtance of this than in the en- 
virons of Miletus. The Mzander has heaped up ſo much 
ſand, that a deep bay, ſituated between the city and the 
river, is now only a lake ; and the iſlands Lade and Aſte- 
rius, at the entrance of that bay, are become eminences 
In the plain. 

Near Miletus is the promontory of Trogilium, from 
which Strabo reckons ſixteen hundred ſtadia to Sunium 
in Attica ©, 

Rhodes 1s placed in the latitude obſerved by M. de 
Chazelles , which is 36* 28 30 N.; and the figure which 
I have given to the iſland is taken from an ancient map 
corrected by the meaſures of Strabo, and other authors, 
The latitude of the little iſland of Caſos is taken from the 
chart of the Archipelago deſigned for the Depot de la 
Marine, in 1738; in which this iſland is laid down accord-

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ing to obſervation. The iſland of Crete is copied from 
the general map of the iſland of Candia, given by Boſ- 
chini i, for want of a better. This map has been adjuſted 
to the obſervations of longitude and latitude made by 
Father Feuillee at Candia and Cancab, as well as to the 
diſtances given by ancient and modern authors. I have 
however been obliged to lay down the whole caſtern part 
of the iſland more to the north. The promontory of Samo- 
nium, according to Pliny i, was diſtant only fixty Roman 
miles, or four hundred and eighty Olympian ſtadia, from 
the iſland Carpathos; and the promontory Cadiſcus ſe- 
venty-three miles, or fix hundred ſtadia, from Malca in 
Peloponneſus. 
Nothing now remains but to mention ſome particulen 
which have not yet been noticed in the courſe of theſe 
obſervations, and which yet are eſſential to be known. 
Theſe maps are deſigned for the period when Greece 
was free, I have made it a rule not to inſert in them 
places the foundation or exiſtence of which was poſterior 
to the battle of Chæronea. Some however will be ſound 
which are only mentioned in more modern authors ; but 
they exiſted long before, at leaſt the time when they were 
founded is unknown. I have inſerted under their an-

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cient names cities which did not become celebrated un- 
til ſome time after, when they received new names. Such 
are Olbia and Ancora in Bithynia, which were afterwards 
called Nicomedia and Nicæa; Sigeum in Troas, which 
was ſoon afterwards named Alexandria-Troas ; Idrias in 
Caria, which was named Stratonicea; and Therma, and 
Potidza, in Macedonia, which took the names of Thefla. 
lonica and Caſſandria, &c. &c. 

Other cities changed their ſituation without changing 
their names. Among theſe the principal are Salamis, in 
the iſland of the ſame name, on the coaſt of Attica; Si- 
cyon, Orchomenus, and Hermione, m Peloponneſus ; 
Pharſalos, in Theſlaly ; and Smyrna and Epheſus, in. 
Ionia. All theſe cities are placed in their ancient ſite in 
my maps. Cyzicus in the Propontis, and Clazomenz in 
Ionia, are only. iflands, becauſe they were not joined to 
the continent till ſome time after. Laſtly, Olynthus in 
Macedonia, and ſome other cities, are marked as de- 
ſtroyed ; becauſe, ſince they had made a. conſpicuous 
fFgure in the ' hiſtory of Greece, it was proper to point 
out their poſition. 

The diviſions of countries are traced on the general 
map for the æra of the battle of Chzronea, which was 
fought on the third of. Auguſt. of the year 338 before 
Chriſt. The whole continent of Aſia then appertained to 
the king of Perſia. Philip the father. of. Alexander poſ- 


1 ſeſſed 
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ſeſſed Macedon, and the coaſts of Thrace, except the 
Cherſoneſus, and the cities of Perinthus and Byzantium. 
The iſlands of Thaſos and Haloneſus were alſo dependant 
on him, and almoſt all. Illyricum was ſubjected to him 
Epirus was divided among ſeveral nations, the greater 
part of which were free. One among others, that of the 
Moloſſi, was governed by a king who was conſiderably 
powerful ; and the ally, but not the tributary, of Philip. 
All the remainder was inhabited by free Greeks. Seve- 
ral iſlands, however, acknowledged the ſovereignty of 
certain republics ; as the ifles of Samos, Lemnos, Scyros, 
Imbros, and even the Thracian Cherſoneſus, which was 
in ſome meaſure dependant on the republic of Athens. 
As to that part of Aſia which is included in my. map, it 
was divided into three ſatrapies, which contained a num- 
ber of petty: tyrants eſtabliſhed by the king of Perſia in 
the Greek cities, 

My. particular maps, on the contrary, have very difle- 
rent dates. Each is deſigned for the very year. in which 
Anacharſis is ſuppoſed to have travelled through the pro- 
vince it repreſents. Hence 1s it that, in the map of 
Phocis, all the. cities which were deſtroyed after the So- 
cial War are inſerted as ſtill in exiſtence; and, in that of 
Arcadia, all the cities the inhabitants of which went to 
people Megalopolis are marked as deſtroyed.
